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FOREWORD 1442980 


The original plan to abstract the wills of Lowndes County, Mis- 
issippi was to cover the years 1830 to the beginning of Will Book 
One of Lowndes County which starts about 1858. Later, it was de- 
cided to continue until 1866, the year following the end of the 
War Between the States. This meant having to stop before comple- 
ting Will Book One. It is hoped that at a later date the remaining 
wills in Will Book One can be abstracted. For the benefit of 
those interested in a will or wills of some of the people named 
in these abstracts, the remaining wills are listed in this book. 
This list was made from the Jncex to Will Book One for Lowndes 
County. Copies of these wilis, ox any of those abstracted can 
be had by writing the County Chancery Clerk, Columbus, Mississippi 


When compiling records ones own County, one becomes familiar 

with the handwriting of the various clerks who recorded the 
records; the names of the residents, even though the names may 

be spelled in several different ways. When compiling in another 
county, with unfamiliar handwriting and spelling of names, the 
compiler must, often, be more careful in the spelling of names. 
Every effort has been made to record the dates and names in these
